September o£ last year, but is now act- 
Ing as inspector of the improveir.f-r.t of 
Telegraph avenue in the interests 
of 


this city, having been appointed to the 
position yesterday afternoon by 
the 


Board of Public Works. 


Prior to the opening of the will, Mr, 


Yore had declared that he would con- 
test the instrument in the event that 
he had not been remembered in it by 
Mrs, Canning. Today he answered the 
question as to whether he still pro- 
posed to establish his claim to a share 
of the estate by saying:

"I do not know.

CONTROVENTION 
OF 
CODE. 


The clause of the will, bequeatlng to 


the Catholic Archbishop of San Fran- 
cisco half of the estate with which to 
establish a home for superannuated poor 
people is in controvention.of the civil 
code, which provides that not more 
than one-third of an estate, real 
or 


personal, shall 
be 
bequeathed 
for 


charitable purposes; as also that there 
shall be a reduction of that amount in 
excess of one-third and that such ex- 


cess shall be given to the legatee or 
proportionately 
divided 
among 
the 


k-gatees in the event of their being 
mnre than one beneficiary under the 
will. 


This is self-evident in the following, 


which is section 1313, under the head 
of "Wills" in the Civil Code: 


"No estate, real or personal, shall be 


bequeathed or devised to any charita- 
ble or benevolent society or corpora- 
tion, or to any person or persons 
in 


trust for charitable uses, except the 
ssme be done by will duly executed at 
least thirty days before the decease of 
the testator; and if so made at least 
thirty days prior to such death, such 
d'vise or legacy and each of them 
shall be valid: provided, thr.t no such 
di vises or bequests shall collectively 
ej.ee.ed one-third of the estate of the 
te-tator leaving legal heirs, and in suc*h 
a rase a pro rata deduction from such 
dt-vises or requests shall be made so as 
to reduce the aggregate thereof to one- 
third of such estate; and ail disposi- 
tions of such property made contrary

STILL FEAR WAR. 


PORT ARTHUR, Jan.

clare that with the exception of strat- 
agetical operations taken between the 
Liao Yang and the Yalu river,

WASHINGTON, 
January 30.—The 


Houes wentlmmefliately into Committee 
of the Whole upon convening today 
with Mr. Tawney of Minnesota In the 
chair, and resumed consideration of 
the urgent deficiency bill.

read Irish history. Not to go back to 
the statute of Kilkenny we might ask 
who is responsible for banning the 
Gaelic from the law courts, camps and 
colleges of Ireland since the flrst half 
of the seventeenth century? 
Who is 


responsible that during the eighteenth 
century it has ceased to be spoken or 
written by scientists and men of learn- 
ing? 
Douglas Hyde puts it clearly 


when he says "The men who spoke It 
were unable to produce men of science 
or learning since they were by law de- 
prived of education." "Who is respon- 
sible for the so-called national school 
system of education that banned or 
barred the Gaelic? The editorial writer 
may find even here in Oakland men 
who were flogged by the schoolmaster 
for the crime of speaking Gaelic. Who 
is responsible that even in the twen- 
tteth century the overwhelming: ma- 
jority of Irishmen are denied "Univer- 
sity education for conscience sake? I 
have no desire to hold the Irish guilt- 
less of their own apathy but thnt 
apathy is to be justly "laid to the door 
of British tyrrany." 


The assertion that the decay of 
the 


language is due to the tribal character 
of their government, <-tc., is not borne. 
out by facts. The Gaelic flourished and 
produced a great literature when tribes 
wore most tribal. It began to decline and 
fall when the tribal gjvcr^r:ic-nt. came to 
an end. Does the writer know that up 
to the time of the penal laws the Gaelic 
always ousted the English wherever their 
territories met? 


Tho other assertion that "in Ireland 


only the poorest and most uneducated 
use the Gaelic," and that "the scholars,

use Bngllsh," may well make Mr. 


Yeats indulge in a loud guffaw if he ever

and Joe "Walcott -to do so. 
In their ro~ 


spective classes 
they 'appear 
to have 


things cinched just as tightly as Jeffries. 
Corbett can easily take care of all of the 
little fellows fighting in the 
so-called 


feather weight division. Who ia there at 
158 pounds that can make .Tommy Ryan 
extend himself in ti twenty-round battle? 
As for Joe Walcott, he is invincible at 
142 pounds. 
It is simply the same old story. • When 
John L. Sullivan was champion he ap- 
peared even stronger than Jeffries doas 
at the present day. However, even tho 
mig-hty John L.. went down to defeat and 
so will all of the other champions if they 
stick to the grarae J«.ng enough. . It is 
true that at present they appear to have 
things their own way, but sooner or later 
each is bound to run .up against a snag. 
Take the case of Sullivar. for instance. 
Who ever thought 
for. a moment that 
Corbet t would have a look-in with the 
pride of Boston? Even while-it was gen- 
erally admitted that - Sullivan

N'ETV* YORK.

30.—Plans 
have 


been-made for the entire reconstruction 
of the New York Central roadbed for a 
distance of 35 miles from this city north-

of nil si-ado 
crossins's on the Hudson River and the 
Harlem divisions. 
Those have been sub- 


mitterl to the local authorities of Yonk- 
ers, 
Mount 
Vernon. Irvinglon. 
Tarry- 
township atithori;ies between the Harlem 
division are also considering plans for 
the several sections of the railroad pass- 
ing Ihrouga their territory. 


As soon as the necessary consents nnd 
agreements of the munielpnl. village and 
county officials are obiaineil the work of 
ro-eonstrnctlon will begin which will In- 
clude the laying of an electrical thlnl- 
rail system over or under all the streets, 
roads and 
highways 
now crossed 
at 
grade. 
Two immense power houses equipped 
with steam 'turbines. 
one at 
Yonkers 
and one at Port Morris, will supply the 
motive force for the electrical engines 
which will take the place 
of a 'Steam 
power. 
The cost of abolishing grade cross- 
ings Is to be home under the law. one- 
half by the railroad. nne-quarter by the 
State and one-quarter by the locality af- 
fected.
